Rome, Doc. 22 — Qon. Luigi Pelloux 
minister of war. in the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day, announced a victory of tho Italian 
troops over tho Dervishes between Kassala 
and Agordat, in North-eastern Africa, The 
Dervishes threatened to attack Agordat at 
night. Tho battle took place yesterday, 
Tho Dervishes numbered 10,000, and wore 
completely routed, leaving several hundred 
dead. Several Hags and a mitrailleuse were 
captured by tho Italians. The mitrailleuse 
was made in England. The Italian losa waa 
two oilicers killed and two woundnd. 

After the adjournment of the Chamber of 
Deputies, the representative of tho United 
Press had an interview with Gen. Mooenni, 
in regard to the light with tho Dervishes 
inland from Masaowah, tho Italian port on 
tho Red Sea. Gen. Mooenni said that 
native scouts warned Commander Ari- 
mondi, leveral days ago, that tho Der- 
vishes wcro preparing to concentrate 
their forces and make an attack on Agordat. 
It was their intention to attack tho pluce at 
midnight and take it by surprise. General 
Mooenni waa of course informed of tho ro- 
ports of ths acouta and ho at onco tele- 
graphed to Masaowah, asking for details aa 
to how the Italians wore prepared to meet 
tho threatened attack. Ho had received in- 
formation that the Italian forces were 1,400 
strong, with eight pieces of artillery. 

The troops included five Soudanese con- 
tingents. Commander "Arimondi probably 
left two companies to hold Fort Agordat 
when ho went to givo battle to tho dervishes. 

When [juestioned as the names of the 
killed. General Mooanui said that ho would 
retain them for the present, in order that 
thoy might be verified. Ho added that ho 
would inform tho families of thoso reported 
to have been killed, and further said that 
ho feared the loss in dead was larger than 
had been at reported. 

The feature of tho battle was the fighting 
done by former Soudanese slaves, who had 
been liberated by tho Italians TheBO 
slaves, General Moconni aaid, had fought 
fiercely against thoir former oppressor?, 
They aro largely Arabs, and tho Italians 
have always respected their religious faith 
and have erected mosques for them in their 
camps. This last is the third defeat tho 
dervishes have sustained in battles in which 
tho natives fought, and their bravery ought, 
General Mocenui says, to raiso their pres- 
tigo in the eyes of Europeans. 

CABLE NEWS. 



Suicide of n IEnronct, 

LONDON, Dec. 22.— Sir Edward J. Doan 
Paul, Bart, committed suicido on Wednes- 
day evening by taking pruasio acid at a 
hotel in Piccadilly. The dead man was one 
of tho beBt whips in England and America. 
He took first prizo for driving a team in the 
competition at the Chicago exhibition. 

Three Battles. 

London, Dec. 22. — The Rome corres- 
pondent of the Central Nown telegraphs 
concerning the conflict between Dervishes 
and Italian troops. There wero three dis- 
tinct engagements, one at Ugorda, another 
at Sorobati and the third at Biscia. The 
Italians were everywhere auccestful. 

Cut Down to Water's imkc. 

ATHENS, Dec. 22. — The British war vea- 
Bel Humber collided with an Italian bark 
off Capo Matapan, tho southernmost ex- 
tremity of Greece, anil cut her to the 
water's edge. There are no further details. 
Tho British ship Amphion has gone to tho 
sceno of tho collision to render assistance. 

Itt. Hon. Edward stanhope Head. 

London, Dec, 22. — Edward Stanhope, 
secretary of state for war from 1S87 to 1892, 
in the cabinet of Lord Salisbury, died sud- 
denly this morning at Seven Oaks, Kent. 
Ho was born in 1810. 

Mimlrr Wot Proven. 

Edinburgh, Dec. 22.— The jury in the 
caao of Mouaou, charged with the murder of 
Lieutenant Hambrough at Ardlamont Point, 
Argyllshire, some months ugo, returned a 
verdict of " not proven." 

a Panama Editor Dead. 

PANAMA, Colombia, Dec. 22.— Crawford 
Douglass, chief editor of tho Star and 
Herald, (lied to day. Mr. Douglas waa born 
in Ireland. While an infant, his parents 
sailed for Canada and settled near Toronto. 
While quite a young man ho left for the 
Isthmus of Panama, and for a time was 
engaged in engineering work on tho Panama 
railroad. Last summer ho accepted the 
position of editor-in-chief of the Star and 
Herald. His relatives aro in Canada. Ho 
was uumarriod. 

Hnlollt not Bccalled, 

ROME, Deo. 21.— It ia denied hero on tho 
authority of the Vatican that Monaignor 
Satolli, Papal delegate to tho United States, 
has been recalled. Tho newspaper report- 
ing that ho had been recalled and appointed 
Archbishop of Bologna, was tho Koelnischo 
Volka Zeitung, which has high connections 
hero and usually is a trustworthy authority 
on Catholic news. The Rev. Dr. Fazzeli 
has been appointed spiritual director of the 
American college in tho room of Rev. Dr. 
Muldi. 

Barcelona's Explosions. 

London, Dec. 22 — A dispatch from Mad- 
rid to tho Central News says that the arrest 
of Joso Codina, who has confessed that ho 
waa tho author of tho bomb explosion in tho 
Lyceum theatre at Barcelona, has afforded 
a relief to tho workiugmcn who aro now 
less paralysed by polico visitations to thoir 
homes. Hundreds of families are in great 
distress, lacking tho neceaBaries of life, owing 
to tho wholesale arrest of men who, wore 
euspooted of being implicated in the Anar- 
chist plote. Of the men in custody, a soap- 
maker named Marilo Cervelo, has confessed 
that ho assisted Pallas in his attempt to 



assassinate General Martinez do Campos at 
Barcelona. Ho also Bays that ho acted us 
confederate to Codina in planning and caus- 
ing tho explosion in tho Lyceum theatre. 
Tho police bolievo that tho evidence thoy 
have secured as to Anarchist plots in 
Barcelona is now complete. 



SUSPICIOUS PACKAGES. 

Constant Discoveries of Infernal Machines in 
Paris- 1 ' Death to the Bourgeoisie ''— 
Valllant's Sympathizers, 

Paris, Dec, 22. — Tho polico continue to 
receive a largo numbor of Buspicious looking 
packuges, supposed by their finders to bo 
infernal machines. These packages aro 
either found in tho atreeta or aro addressed 
to individuals, Moat of them on 
examination prove to bo harmless 
and aro evidently intended to 
make pooplo believe that the Anarchiats are 
atill actively at work. Some of tho pack- 
ages, however, aro really dangerous. For 
instance, one found a few days ago on the 
window sill of the Mairio of the Thirteenth 
:VrrondiHsemeut, waa found to contain a 
quantity of blasting powder and seventy 
revolver cartridges. A fuso had been 
ttttched to tho package, but it had 
owing to some defect in the arrangement, 
burned nut without causing an explosion. 
On the package wore incribed tho worda, 
Death to the Bourgeoise ! " August Vail- 
lant, the anarchist, under arrest for causing 
the explosion in tho Chamber of Deputies, 
which crime he has confessed, has received 
donations amounting to 3,000 franca since 
ho was lodged in prison. 

BRITAIN'S NAVY. 



Vernon Harcourt Refuses to Give 
Farther Information Regarding; 
Vessels of the Fleet. 



Ho Says That the Plans of the 
Admiralty Cannot Possibly 
Be Disclosed. 



London, Dec. 22. — In tho House of Com- 
mons to-day, Commodore George R. Bethel, 
retired, who waa a member of the Challen- 
ger expedition, questioned Sir William Har- 
court, Chancellor of tho Exchequer, regard- 
ing the statement that England's position 
in the Mediterranean was secured by 
possessing a preponderance of 19 to 
10 lirat class battlo ships, which 
preponderance existed in tho Medi- 
terranean. Ho further aBked if it was not 
a fact that four out of these nineteen 
British battle-ships wero on December 19th 
at Arosa Bay, GOO miles from Gibraltar, 
while six othorB that havo not 
been complotod, were lying at the 
Portsmouth and Chatham dockyards 
Were any steps, he continued, being taken 
to strengthen the British naval forco in tho 
Mediterranean ? The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer replied that the question of how tho 
ships of England should bo distributed was 
one for tho Admiralty to decide. It would 
injure the publio confidence if he exactly 
Btated what the plans of tho Admiralty

— When Conductor 
Sinclair's train reached Spokane from the 
north at G:-I0 o'clock Wednesday evening 
with seventy passengers, the first round 
trip over the Spokane & Northern and Nel- 
son & Fort Sheppard road was complete. 
The arrival of tho train at Nolson, B.C., 
Tuesday evening was tho signal for the 
wildest kind of demonstration.

Captain Leo 
has tho car of all the sea captains 
in port, and, in consequence, Mr. Collister 
is tho victim of some rather uncompli- 
mentary remarks. Mr. Collister telegraphed 
to Captain Lee : " Templar should go to 
sea when ready." Capt. Leo hadn't a stick 
of timber on deck, but ho has to go to sea or 
lose his insurance. He says it is dangerous 
to go to see without hia deck load. Ho has, 
it is said, instructed hia wife to sue the San 
Francisco underwriters for §100, UOO in caso 
he is lost. Ho has also entered a protest 
before U. S. Consul l'iorce. Captain Leo 
further claims that Mr. Collister used his 
position as Government Hull Inspector to 
try and force him to pay his surveyor's fee 
of J25, aa ho in hia capacity of insurance 
inspector wrote his bill on a Government 
blank and sent it to Collector of Customs 
Lowell for collection. Mr. Bowell 
told mo of the bill, but said that tho 
Dominion of Canada was not collecting Mr. 
Collister's private accounts. All the insur- 
ance companies and marine men here aro in 
sympathy with Captain Lee, because they 
want to see a Vancouver man till the posi- 
tion of San Francisco's ship surveyor. 

Japanese Consul Sheniazu entertained at 
dinner yesterday Mr. Ohmaye, secretary of 
the Japanese legation at St. Petersburg, Mr. 
Hate, a nobleman of high rank, and Mr. 
Ihara, a celebrated lawyer.

Ho ia thought 
to be hiding among tho Indians. 

Tho case of Templeton vs. Jarvis & 
O'Kourke, in which a nice point in law waa 
involved, was Bottled out of court to day. 
Jarvis k O'Kourko tried to compel Teniplo- 
ton to continue tho lease of the store, which 
Templeton tried tu quash, on tho ground 
that they were carrying on a retail us well 
as wholesale liquor trade, when the stipula- 
tion was for a wholesale trado alone. 

The contractors for the Maple Ridge 
dyking scheme, in which 7,GjU acres are to 
be redeemed from tho Lillooot river, re- 
ceived word from the Premier by wire to- 
day that tho Government would guarauteo 
four per cent, interest on tho bond5 and 
amend tho provisional act relating to re- 
claiming lands. The Dyking Co. attempted 
to float the bonds and found tho peoplo 
were chary about taking them aa tho 
act could not bo readily interpreted.

Chicago. 

It was reported hero Una morning that 
an Indian named Tommy at Howe Sound, 
while intoxicated, had murdered his klootch- 
man and hid tho body in tho bush. It is 
thought tho murder occurred on Wednes- 
day. Tommy ia still at tho aceno of tho 
tragedy, about thirty miloa from Vancouver 
Constables Calbick and Purdy, and Coronoi 
MoGuigan have gono to Howe Sound to in- 
vestigate.

Better Feeling on Wall Street, 
Followed by the Market 
Closing Weak 



Bradstreet'a Weekly Review Shows 
Considerable Depression— Clew's 
Circular a Hopeful Cue. 



New York, Deo. 22.— A better feeling 
prevailed in stock circles thia morning, duo 
to tho fact tlmt last night's rumors of addit- 
ional failures of small clown town banks did 
not materialize. 1'rioes moved up 2f for 
Lackawanna to UiO, and for the general 
list i to 1J per cent. — tho latter in Genera! 
Eleotrio. After this rise speculation re- 
lapaod into dullness and tho changes either 
way for a time were confined to tho 
fractions. After midday tho market 
becamo more activo and at tho samo 
timo there was an increased disposition 
to sell. Humors of a receivership for At- 
chison and the heavy decrease iu tho gross 
earnings of North West assisted those oper- 
ations for lower prices. In the last hour 
tho "bears" paid special attention to West- 
ern Union, the Grangers' Chicago Gas, 
/3qgar, and Missouri I'aeifio, The dealings 
Cdllti'uueil to bo att icily ol a professional 
character, although the rumors about tho 
Atchison have brought out some long stocks 
and bonds of tho company. Other issues 
are tolerably well held notwithstanding tho 
efforts of the "bears" to bring about a liqui- 
dation. The market closed weak at about the 
lowest prices of tho day. Tho total 
sales were 221,649 shares. Closing bids:

Bradstreets to-morrow will cay : "Reports 
of wheat from both coasts of the United 
States r.re not as large as last week, amount- 
ing to only 2.050,000 bushels. Special tele- 
grams to Bradstreets from 119 important 
cities throughout the country indicato that 
the total number of employes in industrial 
and other lines out of work at this timo 
from all causes, together with tho total 
number of peoplo regularly dependent for 
support upon thoso so rendered idle, is 
nearly 3,000,000. There are more than 
810,000 wage earners now in enforced idle- 
ness, at only 119 points, and 
thoro aro 1,950,000 persons directly 
dependent on them for support. Wholesale 
trado is seasonably quiet in tho provinco of 
Ontario, which is true also in Quebec, com- 
mercial travellers being at homo over tho 
holidays. Tho Christmas trade is hardly up 
1 1) the average ; tho cotton and woollen in- 
dustries aro depressed and with a decreased 
demand, some mills will oloee down. Gonor- 
al trade has improved at St. Johns, New- 
foundland, where the fishery industry haa 
been fair. Lobsters are better than last 
year, and tho bulk fishery also. The bank 
clearings at Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal 
and Halifax amount to §17,503,000, a trifl- 
ing decrease from the week before, but about 
one-sixth less than in the week before 
Christmas last year. 

Henry Clews & Co. 'a New York circular 
of December 10, says that affairs in Wall 
street aro working towards the lull that 
usually attends tho close of the year. Cur- 
rant transactions therefore arc largely con- 
fined to " bear " professionals seeking to 
cover their " shorts " ; which, owing to tho 
scarcity of stocks, they find to be a slow 
procesp. There is, however, still an active 
investment demand for bonds, naturally re- 
sulting from the prevailing low rate of in- 
terest ; and thiB lias an indirect sustaining 
ell'ect upon the value of stocks. Though 
unexpected, the exports of gold have little 
or no effect upon the market for securities. 
So far, the shipments have gono to Gor- 
many, and appear to have been caused by 
tho condition of the Berlin money market, 
tho rate on call loans there being consider- 
ably higher than here. 

The rate of sterling exohange does not 
admit of shipments to London, nor aro there 
any conditions at present in sight calcu- 
lated to causo any movement of the metal 
in that direction. The virtual pledge given 
by the city banks to tho treasury to meet, 
from their own stock* , any export of gold 
up to 530,000,000 bus an assuring effect 
under the present depleted condition of tho 
treasury reserve. 

The decrease of ahou; 10 per cent, in tho 
November gross earnings of the railroads is 
an ellect of tho prevailing business depres- 
sion scarcely to be surprised at ; indeed, 
the wonder is that tho falling oil' was not 
greater. The statements of net earnings 
show a decrease of but one-half the per- 
centage of decline on gross ; which proves 
that the roads ha/e been able In 
effect economics in operating expenses 
that largely compensate for tho loss ot busi- 
ness. When the large propel tios now in 
tho hands of receivers havo been recon- 
structed upon a conservative financial bisis, 
this important class of investments will 
occupy a very different position in tho eyes 
of the world from that which they have 
hitherto held. 

There appears to be lit tie change from the 
general depression of the business of the 
country. Munuf icturers are nqt yet certain 
what are to be the new duties, and there- 
fore do not know what changes in wages may 
be necessary, nor can they yet tell, within six 
months, whenthe new duties will lake effect. 
Within the last ten days, the Committee on 
Waya and Me ma have made aome welcome 
concussions to manusacturcrs, and a disposi- 
tion is apparent, on both political sides, to 
hasten tho bill to ita passage, and to consult 
the convenience of domestic interests as to 
the time of putting the now duties in force. 
The depression of trado consequent upon 
the changes is causing wage-earners to be 
more willing to conform wages to tho im- 
pending iowei range of prices, and already 
largo concessions have been made by work- 
men towards tho now conditions which the 
change makes inevitable. Spring months 
may bring considerable alleviations of the 
abnormal conditions that are now pluying 
havoc with tho trade of the country. Tho 
nation has not lost ita vast resource, ita mar- 
voloua claaticity, nor its quick facility of 
adapting itaelf to new conditions, ita motto 
still being nil despcrandum. 



HAWAII AT 'FKISCO. 

California State Citrus Fair to lie Held in 
Connection With the Exposition. 

San Fh a.n CISCO, Dec. 22.— There have 
b"en delivered at the Hawiian village 
thirty-five loads of building and decorativo 
material, consisting of cocoauut, palm, 
branches of Hawaiian grass to bo used in 
tho thatching of huts, Ouia wood polca and 
bambooa to bo used in tho construction of 
tho cottages in the native village. This 
material, with a largo number of puckages 
of rare tropical plants, arrived on the Aus- 
tralia from Honolulu on Siturduy. A 
quantity of dried taro, from which poi is 
made, and alao a lot of rona coffee was a part 
of the shipment. 

Arrangements have now been completed 
for holding tho State citrus fair for the 
Northern district, us well iib in connection 
with the Midwinter Exposition, in Golden 

ato park. Tho announcement of the in- 
tention of tho managers of tho Southern cit- 
rus fair has heretofore been made, and now 
the management of the Northern fair haB 
come out with ita circular announcement of 
its fifth annual display to bo held in tho 
exposition pavilion of tho Northern and 
Central California Midwinter Fair Associa- 
tion iu Golden Gate Park, San Francisco, 
from January 15 to February 15, 1894.

STROEBEL'S CONFESSION. 

The confession of tlio miserable man 
Stroebel ia chiefly of uso in relieving the 
minds of those who had any doubts as to 
the conclusiveness of the evidence on which 
ho was convicted. It ia not pleasant to 
think that a man who ia condemned to death 
may ho innocent. There was, no doubt, a 
large number in tho community who be- 
lieved that, although the evidence against 
Stroebel waa strong, it waa not strong 
enough to warrant his conviction. These 
peraonB now see that the Judge, tho Attor- 
ney-General and the jury were right when 
thoy camo to the conclusion that Stroebel 
committed the murder, and that those were 
wrong who bolioved that tho grounds for his 
condemnation wero insufficient. Had 
tho man not confessed, memorials 
numerously and respectably signed would be 
sent to theGoverument praying for a reprieve 
and, perhaps, a commutation of hia sentence. 
Ab all doubt aa to the man's guilt has been 
removed by his confession the great major- 
ity of people will consider it right that 
justice should tkae ita course. We do not 
think that there are many who will place 
much faith in what the condemned man sayB 
about tho circumatance3 under which the 
crime was committed. 



HYSTERICAL OPPOSITION. 

We are not in tho habit of paying atten 
tion to tho excited utterances of our West- 
minster contemporary. Its readers have 
long been weary of its indiscriminate and 
irrational abuso of the Government ; but 
the following example of its political hys- 
terica is too good to he lost. On Monday 
laat, in an article headed " Don't bo Dis- 
franchised," ill says : 

The session should bo a abort one, aa nono 
but the moBt ne'eeaaary busineBa should bo 
transacted by so grossly nou-ropreseutativo a 
House, — a House which but for the deliberate 
injustice and unscrupulous designs of an un- 
unprincipled Government would have 
been dissolved and renewed bo- 
fore entering upon tho serioua business 
of its third session. A Government, how- 
ever, it may he agreed that would bo guilty 
of prolonging a legislature, morally dead, 
for the deliberate and manifest purposo of 
imposing upon tho practically disfranchised 
and helpless majority of tho people the 
groea outrages that wero perpetrated laBt 
session, will bo quite capable of unduly 
prolonging tho forthcoming aeaaion, and 
even forcing through additional outrages, 
similar to those of the laat. 

Tho consideration above expressed for tho 
"helpless majority" ia very rich and will 
be keenly appreciated, but it ia not aa a 
specimen of choice political denunciation, 
on a par with the passage in which our bvb- 
tem of representation ia characterized aa 
ono by which " our paternal Government 
haB to keep tho breath in ita own moribund 
and featering carcaea." 

Then we are pointed to " an emasculated 
franchise," whatever that may mean, and 
the editor eveu appears to be oncouraged by 
auch a peculiar electoral condition, for bo 
adds : " Even an emasculated franchise (?) 
wielded with determination and unison, 
will win tho day ugniust tho forces of cor- 
ruption and outrage, but every qualified 
elector must do hia duty." From tho fact 
that tho editor proposes to wield tho " emas- 
culated franchise " it must, wo presume, bo 
somo sort of weapon, probably Mr. Brown's 
Winchester undor a new name. On account 
of tho largo " holplcBa majority" at hia 
mercy wo hopo ho will not uao tho thing too 
recklessly. Accidents aro ao frequent now- 
a-days from firearms being carried by boyB 
and others who should not bo ullowed tho 
privilege, tho wielder of tho Columbian had 
bettor bo caroful. 

Seriously, if the Columbian is in oarneat 
about not prolonging tho session, it must 
devise Bomo moanB of bridling Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Kitchen. These gontlemon, with 
thoir colleagues, wero mainly responsible 
for the protracted session of last year, about 
which our contemporary complains ao griev- 
ously. If tho Columbian can persuade Mr. 
Brown to leavo hia firearms at home, and if 
it can peraeribo an emolliont for Mr. 
Kitchen's oratory there ia some hopo that 
its wiBhes may bo gratified. In tho mean- 



A FALSE REPRESENTATION. 

There ia strong opposition to tho VYil- 
aon tariff bill. The industries and interests 
which have hitherto roccived undue pro- 
tection, aro fighting tooth and nail for tho 
retention of the duties by which they have 
profited at tho expenso of tho people. Tho 
reasons advanced for keeping tho duty on 
an unduly protected artiolo aro many, but 
they aro not always sound, and many of 
them will not stand examination. 

Aa our readers know, coal haa been put 
on the freo Hat. The coal mine owners and 
othors interested in keeping on the duty, are 
trying to convince tho Ways and Means 
Committee that injustico will bo dono to 
many United States citizens by admitting 
foreign coal free. A gentleman by 
tho name of Broach, of Washington 
State has boon making aome repre- 
sentations with regard to British Columbia 
coal, which are very far indeed from beiug 
true. Ho tries to creato the impression 
that British Columbia coal is mined by 
"Chinese coolios." It is, ho argues, conse- 
quently, produced cheaply, and it is unfuir 
to place it on the American market in com- 
petition with Washington coal which ia 
mined by white men who aro paid a high 
price for their work. Now, thia gentleman 
says what ia untrue, most probably knowing 
that it ia untrue. British Columbia coal is 
mined by Europeans, Canadians and United 
States citizens who aro paid higher wages 
than are paid to tho miners of Washington 
State. We question very much whether 
coal miners in any part of tho world are 
better paid than thoao of British 
Columbia. When Mr. Proseh, therefore, 
contends that the duty should be retained 
on British Columbia coal because it is more 
cheaply produced than coal mined in the 
State of Washington or any othor part of 
the Pacific Coast, he reasons upon an as- 
sumption which is notoriously false. 

Besides, British Columbia coal is well 
known to bo greatly superior in quality to 
tho coal mined on tho American part of the 
Coast. Tlio advocato of a coal duty on this 
side of the continent is doing what ho can to 
exclude good coal from the country, and to 
force manufacturers and others to ubo a 
greatly inferior articlo, to their manifest 
disadvantage. This ia a gross abuso 
of tho policy of protection. It 
is ovidontly the intorest of tho 
manufacturers, steamship owners and rail- 
way companiea of the United Statea to use 
the very best coal thoy can obtain. When 
the Government of tho country intervouea 
to forco them to ubo a poor coal, it does 
something tho very opposite of fostering tho 
industries of the country. But the object 
of protection is to encourago all homo indus- 
tries. Tho framers of the Wilson tariff 
have very properly decided that to 
make tho raw materials of manufacture free 
ia the moat effective aB well as the IeaBt 
burdensome way of encouraging nativo in- 
dustries. Coal is, in these daya of steam, 
very properly classed aa a raw material of 
manufacture. It ia in tho Wilaon tariff 
very wisely placed on the free list. It will 
be exceedingly hard for Mr. Proseh or any 
one elso to show why tho manufacturers, Bhip. 
owners and railway companiea of tho Pacific 
Coast ahould not have freo access to tho 
very beat coal that can bo had on this aide 
of tho continent. 



Do not imagine that this ia mere ularmism. 

The picture which Lord Salisbury draws 
is not calculated to increase the eheorful- 
neas of tho English people. It ia, in truth, 
an exceedingly dark one. If, as he assures 
his hearers is not by any means impossible, 
the money expended of late yeara in build- 
ing a navy, on altogether new principlea is 
wasted, tho people of the Three Kingdoms 
will be in an exceedingly unpleasant position. 
Tho only conaolatiou that wo can see — the 
only ground of hopo — ia that if Groat 
Britain's navy in tho day of trial prove in- 
effective, the navies of all other nations will 
bo in precisely tho same position. If tho 
British navy turn out unworkable in time 
of wur, bo will the navies of France, Russia, 
Germany, Italy and the United Stutea. 
Tho ships of all these nations aro built of 
the same materials, on tho eamo general 
principles, and are all armod in tho siime 
way. If ono fleet is useless all the 
other fleets aro equally useless, and the 
nations will in tho construction of fighting 
ships have to go back to tho time beforo 
armored ships wero devised. If things come 
to that pass, Old England will bo uble to 
stand her ground, or rather to rule tho 
waves, in spito of any combination that can 
bo made against her. 

But Lord Salisbury spoke of what might 
be, not of what would be. Neither ho nor 
any ono oho knows how warships will 
" behave " in action, and the probability is 
that science is not at fault— has not made a 
terrihlo blunder — and that modern fleots 
will serve the purpose for which they were 
constructed quite aa well aa those by which 
Great Britain gained and maintained tho 
supremacy oi the seas. It is only on that 
supposition that the Conservative leader's 
advice to strengthen the Navy in time can 
be shown to be reasonable. Fur what good 
would it be to spend from ten to twenty mil- 
lions sterling in building ships that could 
not be used when they were wanted '.' 



THE EFFICIENCY OF THE NAVY. 

Wo aro told that Great Britain proposes 
to spend a great deal of monoy in building 
warships. Her supremacy on tho aea, it ia 
said, must bo unquestioned. Thia ia evi- 
dent, for her commerco, which is on evory 
aea, must be protected, and as she doea not 
produco nearly enough for hor own con- 
Bumption, the ships which Bupply her with 
food and the raw materials of manufacture 
must bo able to reach tho porta of their 
destination unmoleated. 

England haa already a great navy, but ita 
effectiveness haa not yet been proved. 
\\ hat, it may be aaked, ia tho good of 
apending an onormoua amount of money iu 
building new warships of ono kind and 
another if it ia not known whether, when 
they are built, they will servo tho purpose 
for which they were constructed J 
Lord Salisbury, in a speech which 
ho delivered at Cardiff a short 
time ago, apoko on thia subject in a 
way not at all calculated to reassure those 
who have any doubts of tho efficiency of tho 
modern ship of war. Ho said : 

Now, do not imagine that our position is 
ono of absolute security in that roapect. 1 
daro aay you have followed tho discussioua 
that have been held in the newspapers and 
elsowhero, and you muat have noticed that, 
coming from all parties, men of different 
schools with respect to maritime and mili- 
tary dofencea, men of vory different service, 
experience and ability, yot all combine in 
this, that our Navy is vory much at present 
below tho point at which we ahould bo able 
to say that we aro safo against any contin- 
gency of tho alliance or combination of other 
Powers. Remember that in reapect of 
maritimo dofenco, we live in a pecu- 
liar time. We are dealing with an 
absolutely now machine for the de- 
fenco of our intereata at soa. 
and along tho ahoro— and you know how 
very seldom a machine goes and does its 
work exactly as the patentee and manufac- 
turer toll you that it will. Wo have, aa it 
wero, a great experiment to make aa to what 
ia tho effect of thoBO various instruments of 
destruction which wo havo produced in auch 
marvellous and Stupendous abundance an.1 
force in recout yeura. There aro torpedooa, 
thero are rams, there aro gigantic ironclads, 
tbon thero aro now forms of artillery, ever in- 
creasing in penetration and power. Wo do 
not know how these would behave; it iB to 
a certain extent a question of speculation 
whattho effectof tho first naval battle would 
he; but we do know that contrary to all an- 
ticipation, both in our navy and other navies, 
shipa havo succumbed to accidoiUa_ which 
nono would havo foreseen and which if thoy 
wero multiplied in time of war might 
leavo us at tho most critical moment de- 
fenceless and at tho mercy of our enemies. 



A VALID OBJECTION. 

The objection to the admission of three 
now states is, we see, very strong in Congress 
and that, too, tho one wo pointed out a day 
or two ago. Members of Congress see that 
tho admission of a number of thinly peopled 
Btatea would give them a representation iu 
the Senate greatly out of proportion to the 
number of their inhabitants. Commenting 
upon a speech made in tho House of Repre- 
sentatives by Mr. Harter, of Ohio, who op- 
posed the admission of Utah, Arizona and 
New Mexico on this ground alone, tho 
Chicago Tribuno says : — 

That ia tho vital objection to tho conver- 
sion of Utah from a Territory into a Stato. 
Whero ia tho fairness in giving its handful 
of peoplo as much power in the Senato aa 
New York, Pennsylvania or Illinois? It is 
true that Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and some 
other Statea had but a email population 
when admitted. They havo grown and the 
momentary inequality haa disappeared. Rut 
neither Utah, New Mexico nor Arizona has 
the potentialities of growth that they had. 
They novor will havo a lurge population. 
They never will bo entitled on any fair 
basis to two Senators. Tho equal repre- 
sentation of tho Statea, large or small, waa 
inevitable at tho outsot. It was one of 
tho conditions of tho formation of the 
Union. There is no neceasity now for the 
admission of email Statea. Nothing obliges 
Congrcea to admit as a State just that geo- 
graphical area which it organized previously 
into a Territory. It can unite New Mexico 
and Arizona and make ono Stato of tho two, 
and that ia what ought to be done. Utah 
ahould be annexed to Nevada, and the two 
may in the courBO of time become a paaaablo 
second or third class State. 

It is undemocratic or unrepublican and is 
against the theory of representative govern- 
ment to be making little States which never 
can grow, and letting them send to tho Sen- 
ato two men each to offset tho vote of Penn- 
sylvania or Ohio. Too many small Stales 
wore let in four years ago.

there. Instead of following this direction 
ho made for Victoria, and tho vossol was 
seized in tho harbor nero by tho naval auth- 
orities. Tho ownors do not deny that tho 
vessel was in prohibited waters, but in de- 
feuco state, among other things, that for 
some days previous to the seizure- by tho 
Russians tho weather hud beon heavy, so 
that observations could uot bo taken to as- 
certain the position of tho vessel, and that 
laud having been sighted tho captain -,vas 
nuiking sail to ^ot outBido tho prohibited 
waters when discovered. It is ulso denied 
that any sealing was dono in forbidden wa- 
ters, tho heavy weather having made it im- 
possible to do any hunting for soino days.

Governor and Party— Presented 
with an Address. 



The Premier's Reply— The Poultry 
Show— Mrs. Dewdney's Reception 
—Entertained at Hiuuer.

NANAIMO, Dec. 22. — Lieutenant-Governor 
and Mrs. Dewdnoy, Hon. Premier Davie 
and Hon. J. H. Turner were heartily wel- 
comed on their arrival from Victoria to-day. 
They were received at tho station by a dole- 
gate from tho Board of Trade und driven to 
tho Windsor hotel, where tho gentlemen 
wero entertained at luncheon, MrB. Dewd- 
noy being the guest of Mrs. Marcus Wolfe. 

At tho luncheon thirty guesta wero pre- 
sent, including tho Hoard of Trade, Mayor 
Hastam, Mr. S. M. Robins, tho legal fratern- 
ity and tho press. At tho cIobo of tho lunch- 
eon tho visitors woro presented with the fol- 
lowing address : — 

" Respected Sirs: Wo take advantage of 
your response to an invitation from tho 
Nanaimo Poultry Society to attend their 
first exhibition, to attend to you on behalf 
of tho Nanaimo Board of Trade a cordial 
welcome to the city of Nanaimo— the centre 
of the coal mining industry of tho British 
North Pacific. 

" Wo trust you will be ploaaed to aeo the 
permanent advancement that our city has 
mado during tho past fow years, as evi- 
denced by tho extensive colliery works of 
tho New Vancouver Coal Mining und Land 
Company, Limited, tho increase of the in- 
dustrial establishments, the improved class 
of business blocks and the many comfort- 
able und artistic residences. As o_ Hoard of 
Trade, wo also desire to draw your official 
attention to several public mutters which 
wo consider would bo to tho best interests 
of Nanaimo und tho Province generally. 
These aro : 

1. That tho increased legal and govern- 
mental business demands that u court house 
uud Government ollices should bo erected 
moro in accordance with tho requirements 
and importance of this city. 

2. That a land registry oflico should be 
established ut Nanaimo for the registration 
of titles to land in tho central und Northern 
portions of Vancouver Island. 

.'(. That tho necessary arrangements 
should bo made for the apeedy and effectual 
transaction of Supremo court business ut 
Nanaimo. 

4. That grand, petit and coroner's juries 
should receive compenaation for their eer- 
vices, to at least equal to their loBt timo and 
expenses. 

5. That the annual increuso of the finan- 
cial burden placed on city municipalities 
justify the request that tho personal pro- 
porty taxes now collected within tho cor- 
poration limits by tho provincial assessor 
should bo transferred to the city troauury. 

G. That tho cities should havo the ontiro 
and direct control of all tho civic expendi- 
tures. 

7. That tho public schools in the cities 
should bo conducted by the mayor and 
aldermen as municipal departments. 

8. That tho City of Nanaimo is fully en- 
titleel to tho assistance of tho Government 
in regard to school buildings, so as to place 
this city on a proportionate level with the 
other cities in tho matter of Bchool accomo- 
dation at the time tho schools wero trans- 
ferred to tho cities. 

9. That tho annual grant for roads 
should bo increuaed so ub to allow for tho 
opening of a direct road to tho China Creek 
mines via Nanaimo Lake, ami also to con- 
tinue the Nunuimo-Alborni rouel ucross tho 
Quallicum Valley to Union and Comox. 

10. That Nanaimo city and district should 
receivo a more equitable and proportionate 
representation in the Provincial Assombly. 

11. That tho preeont mortgage tax works 
a very grave injuBtico on tho borrower, re- 
tards investments, and is practically dual, 
sometimes quadruple, taxation, and should 
bo abolished. 

Wo havo only briefly alluded to tho ubovo 
"wants," but any further information you 
requiro will bo immediately furnish- 
ed by tho Board. Tho list al- 
though a long ono does not embrace 
any of the claims which tho wago earners 
can consistently urge in matters which 
directly concern thorn, and which no doubt 
will be otliciuiiy laid before you by tho labor 
ergauiz it ions. " 

The address was replied to by Lieut. - 
Governor Dewdney and Hon. MeBsrs. Davie, 
and Turner on behalf of tho Government. 
Hon. Mr. Davie promiseel to give tho vari- 
ous requests the fullest consideration. His 
remarks wero received with hearty applause 
by all present. 

Liter in the afternoon tho partiea visited 
tho poultry ahow, tho Bpeciul object of their 
visit to Nanaimo, and wero elolighted with 
the splendid display. 

This evening the viaitors wero enter- 
tained to dinner at the Windsor houso by 
the members of tho Poultry Socioty.

Dr. Pope presided over the speech making, 
which here commenced with his own au- 
dress, lie announced that out of 7.'1 candi- 
dates who had written ut the recent ex 
amitmtioii in Victoria for entrance to ti e 
High school 45 had passed, and' thu result 
would lie that next term tho attendance 
wonld be greater by 20 than ever before in 
the history of t lie school. This would make 
another teacher a necessity, and it was de- 
sirable that there should be two more. He 
paid a tribute to tho excellent work done by 
the present stall', making special reference 
to the large class percentage of the Second 
division. 

Hon. Col. Baker, tho minister of educa 
tion, being tho first called upOD by tho 
Chairman, congratulated Principal Paul and 
the other members of the stall' on 
tho very satisfactory statistics pre- 
sented in the reports read. Ad- 
dressing himself to the boya and girls he 
emphasized tho importance of discipline, 
pointing out the dignity as well as the duty 
of obedience, and the necessity of practising 
courtesy. He told the boys not to become 
possessed of tho mistaken idea that it was a 
uign of manliness to be rough in their be- 
haviour, and said that the endeavor of the 
young people should be to grow up gentle- 
men and gentlewomen in the best sense of 
tho word. 

Rev. Canon Beanlands also said it should 
bo tho ambition of tho teachers to train up 
the boys and girls as gentle men and wo- 
men, and ho hoped the time would yet come 
in British Columbia when all the inhabitants 
could be so described. The High school, he 
pointed out, exercised a far-reaching influ- 
ence, through the spread of its graduates in- 
to tho schools throughout, the country. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell referred to tho large 
number promoted from tho Central Bchool 
this year as a matter upon which Principal 
Nethorby should bo congratulated. Ho re- 
peated hiu advocacy of a provincial ui.i- 
versity, or that at least matriculation ex- 
aminations for the universities of Eastern 
Canada might bo hold horo. 

Rev. P. H. McHwen took issue with those 
who had given prominence to the terms 
gentle man and gentlo woman, as ho thought 
plain " man " and " woman " were more 
honorable names. He also took exception 
to a motto appearing on the board, " British 
Columbia for tho British Columbians," 
which he thought sounded as if meant to 
excludo persons who like himself wero not 
natives of this Province, but had come from 
tho East, and he suggested " British Colum- 
biana for British Columbia " as a botter 
motto. 

Rov. Dr. Philo emphasized the necessity 
for continued study, telling tho children not 
to got tho mistaken idea that their etudicB 
wero completed when thoy left school. He 



also reminded them of the debt of gratitude 
they owed their teachers. 

Rev. W. 1). Barber gave somo interesting 
advice ou methods of study and the reading 
of books by the best authors. 

Trustee Marohant, speaking of the new 
teacher necessary for next term, said ho had 
no doubt but that tho trustees would open 
their hearts as desired. He spoke in favor 
of tho support by tho whole public of in- 
stitutions for higher education, such as this, 
as well as of tho primary schools. With re- 
spect to tho remarks of Bishop Perrin and Dr. 
Campbell the day before, he wished to say 
that ho thought it much better that the 
clergy should not take an active part in t he 
management of tho schools, so that there 
should not ariso hero the Bectional disputes 
in matters of education now disturbing 
Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba. Ho an- 
nounced lliui Mayor Heaven had that day 
received word from tho executors of the 
estato of t he late F. B. Pemberton that 
.*;i,0U0 had been left for the purpose of im- 
proving the fences and grounds of tho Cen- 
tral and High schools and erecting a 
gymnasium. (Great applause.) 

Trustee Lovoll hoped tho children would 
remember and follow tho good advice 
tendered to them during the afternoon. He 
spoke in tonus of appreciation of the 
bequest just announced, which ho was sure 
would bo of great benelit to the school. 

Trustee Bishop compared educational pro- 
gress to tho climbing Cf a mountain, where 
tho outlook is enlarged and becomes more 
interesting tho higher ouo gets. Ho ex- 
pressed pleasuro ut tho division of honors 
botween tho boys and girls shown by the 
prize lists, and hoped this emulation would 
continue, to the advantage of both. 

Aid. Robertson was next called upon for 
a speech, but was loudly applauded wheu he 
Baid he expected the boys and girls had had 
speeches enough lor one day, and ho would 
not further detain them. 

Miss Bradley, a teacher of the James Bay 
Ward school who has just resigned, and a 
former pupil of tho High school, was called 
to the front of tho platform and there re- 
ceived a present and complimentary address 
fiom tho teachers of tho High, Central and 
Ward schools. Tho address was read by 
MisB A I). Cameron, and by request ef Miss 
Bradley an acknowledgment was made by 
Trustco Marohant, 

Tho proceedings wero then brought to a 
close by the singing of the National Anthem.

Tho Spring Ridge school, whero closing 
exercises were held yesterday, again en- 
joys the honor of standing at the head of 
tho ward schools of the city, Miss May 
Musson, a pupil of the lirst division, passing 
with an average percentage of 90 marks— 
an honor not only to herself, but to her 
teacher, Mr. B. J. Hawkey, and to the 
school.

VARIETY AND ELEGANCE OF FUR, 
LACE AND BRAID TRIMMINGS. 



Stylisll Jackets and Handsome Cost times. 
Cherry Red For Winter — Some New lints. 
Bonnets Are Growing Beautifully Less. 
Shopping lings Must Be Slade to Match.

IIILE lace and fur 
used together as 
trimmings for many 
rarments, both for 
out and indoors, it 
is not an ideal fancy 
at all, and few know how to get the 
ri^ht kinds together. One lady had on a 
black velvet military cape, and then" 
were three rows of Alaska sable around 
it, and standing npward from each of 
the three rows were flat bands of white 
Valenciennes lace about an inch wide. 

The serene expression of the wearer 
was by no means justified, as the com- 
bination was most tasteless, and though 
the materials were fine, the general effect 
was cheap and glaring. It any white 
lace is to be used with fur on any out- 
side garment, it slumjd be duchess or 
ventiau p. ant. On the daintiest bonnets 
of the season there is a bit of pointeither 
stretched oul with fine win' and made 
into butterfly wings, or it is stretched 
on the under side of the brim. 

The newest fancy in all tho flat laces 
is to have> them stained either tea or cof- 
fee color, or oyster, which is a kind of 
grayish white. These would naturally 
be the colors of laces that had been in a 
family for generations, and of course 
the older apiece of lace is the handsomer 
and more valuable it is to tho wearer. 
There is, however, very little to be said 
in favor of lace and fur as a joint garni- 
ture for anything. Jet and tho beautiful 
castle braids it seems should be sufficient 
where fur is not used, and fur trimming 
ought to be sufficient itself, though on a 
velvet, silk or very fine cloth, silk em- 
broidery picked out with jet beads makes 
an elegant and suitable beading for bands 
of fur. 

I saw a long cloak today of heavy, 
black faille and black velvet. The cloak 
was of faille and fitted like a newniar- 
kot. All down tho center of tho back 
and on tho front to tho waist lino was a 
mass of embroidery, thickly studded 
with beads of very fino cut jot. There 
wero undersleeves of faille, with velvet 
cuffs, richly beaded, and long, black 
velvet juivo sleeves, lined with silk, bor- 
dered with sable and embroidered in 
silk and jet. Tho high color was also 
stilt" with beaded embroidery. This was 
altogether a superb wrap, and it would 
have boon cheapened by having white 
lace sewn upon it. 

Flat lace insertion makes a very pretty 
and tasteful trimming on homo dresses 
where tho contrasting color shows up 
tho delicate pattern, and perhaps there 
has been no fancy of late years that was 
so dainty. Many silks and woolens have 
several of these rows of insertion, and 
all are pretty. A novel and effective 
trimming is often made by ladies in this 
way: They sew two lines of narrow, 
colored serpentine braid on their gowns, 
and between those work in Bulgarian 
stitch a series of conventional design in 
one or more bright colors. This stylo of 
crocheting is very effective on house 
dresses, and the pattern can bo worked 
in wools or with silks. In somo cases a 
flat braid is sewn along instead of em- 
broidering the center, and on this is set 
at intervals imitation jewels— rubies, 
garnets, amethysts, turquoises or emer- 
alds — according to the color of tho gown. 

There was a very pretty tea gown of 
pale blue and black ringed challie, which 
was tastefully trimmed in this style: 
The gown opened down the front over a 
full waist and panel of blue satin duch- 
esse. There was a double ruffled collar 
of the challie, and the sleeves wen; 
crushed gigots. All around the challie 
portions was a line of trimmings made of 
serpentine braid and Bulgarian stitch in 
red and blue. Another row wont around 
the bottom of the skirt, and tho two were 
placed diagonally upon tho sleeves, and 
ono row was placed upon each ruffle at 
the shoulders. Altogether this made an 
exceedingly handsome tea gown or a 
gown for homo wear tit almost any time. 

One of the novelties is to have lace 
sewed over with colored beads outlining 
tho pattern. Often where there is a 
floral pattern tho beads are applied to 
follow nature as closely as the caso will 
allow. Black and white laco are thus 
used. Tho white laces thus beaded are 
used for berthas to evening dresses and 
as festooned flounces. Tho black laco is 
set on tho solid colored and black silks 
for handsome evening or dinner gowns 
for married ladies. 

Ono very pretty fancy was working 
violet colored and pearl beads over a light 
pattern in white Spanish lace. Pink and 
green in the light wax or"satin" beads also 
Worked out a dedicate vine with rosebuds. 
Another handsome design was three rows 
of wax pearl beads sown closely on a ser- 
pentine braid an inch wide, and on the 
edges of this there was a fringe of cut 
crystal beads. Three rows of this were 
sot on tho skirt of a white armuro silk 
for a wedding dress, and tho same was 
lavishly used on the bertha. There are 
ruffles of braid woven that way, and 
these aro often almost entirely covered 
with beads, black or other color, and 
have fringes of tho same. This makes it 
•easy to trim a garment. 

Tho variety and elegance of the new 
mohair and silk braids as trimmi ng for 



almost all kinds of garments make it 
far easier to have a handsome garment 
at tho least expenditure of time or 
strength than over before. I saw one la- 
dylike costume of light brown vicuna 
with three graduated rows of black hcr- 
cules braid. There was a stylish jacket 
of dark chocolate brown beaver cloth, 
with several rows of stitching around tho 
edge and 10 large horn buttons. Tho 
collar was of red brown velvet, with a 
V shaped vest and collar showing slight- 
ly, and made of chamois skin. The bon- 
net was of brown velvet, with a few am- 
ber beads and a tan fancy mounted feath- 
er. The gloves were tan. The eye trav- 
eled from bonnet to tho foot of tho dress 
in a pleased review of tljo component 
parts of this refined and quiet costume. 

I have noticed this past week that .as- 
trakhan is quite largely employed as in- 
sets in skirts of coats and gowns in 
wedge shaped pieces. This is really a 
beautiful fur, and it lends itself hotter 
than any other fur to this stylo of trim- 
ming. I have seen man} - garments, par- 
ticularly of natto and matelassee goods, 
where the vest front, cull's and collar- 
ettes wore made of astrakhan. But it 
should in any such caso always bo tho 
moire fur, as it is called, such as is ob- 
tained from tho grown animal. It is 
said that that which is closely curled is 
obtained by inclosing the little animal 
in a bag, leaving only its feet and head 
out. This makes the hair curl into tiny 
rings. I fancy it would make anybody's 
hair curl to bo kept sewn up in a bag. 

Cherry red is one of the favorite hues 
this winter, and it is exceptionally be- 
coming to almost every woman, and it 
! is particularly so to women in their for- 
ties. Tin' bright color should be brought 
I up under the throat and also be shown 
in some sort of hat or bonnet trimming, 
■ or as a bow in the hair. Vests of other 
I material have ribbon ties of cherry vel- 
i vet satin or velvet, or crape cravats like 
those of little children. Worn with a 
black or gray or brown dress this bright 
bit of color is very pleasing-. 

Among some of the minor things of 
the season are very handsome sleeveless 
jackets of black velvet, with a full ruffle, 
of four inch black chantilly set around 
the rather largo armsizo. Another frill 
of the same lace borders the rest, the 
ruffle around the neck falling downward 
over the shoulder. These jackets are like 
enlarged figaros and are to slip on over 
tho fancy silk waists, or indeed over al- 
mostany home toilet. So far these jackets 
have only been seen in black, but they

are too pretty to be confined to that color, 
and wo may expect to see them in vari- 
ous rich, dark colors. Nicotine and chest- 
nut brown, tho favorite now browns, 
will bo very handsome made into such 
jackets. 

There is nothing very new in bonnets 
except perhaps that they tiro growing 
"smaller by degrees and beautifully 
less," until now there is nothing to many 
of them but a bit of a wire frame with 
or without velvet strings, and a jet or 
gauze butterfly or aigret or somo ridic- 
ulously small flower or bow. But their 
main object seems to bo to hold upright 
somo glittering bit of nothing of conse- 
quence. Tho tea caps aro larger than 
the bonnets, but are generally prettier. 

There is a fashion in shopping bags 
and reticules that bids fair to become 
general. The newest bag is large, made 
of the same material as that in the dress, 
anil lined with silk that is gauffered at 
tho top, where tho wide ribbons aro run 
in to slido over the arm. These reticules 
aro very useful and are often quite orua 
mental.

Sax FraNOISOO, Deo. 22. — Col. Craigie 
Sharp, commissioner at largo for the expo- 
sition, has returned from a tour of Wash- 
ington, Montana, Idaho, Utuh and British 
Columbia. Col. Sharp's mission was under- 
taken undor tho auspices of tho 
executivo committee of tho exposition 
in response to numorous inquiries 
which had boon received by tho Secretary 
as to Bpaco in tho Exposition building and 
grounds, tho advantages offered by tho ex- 
position and its jjroiiiiues of success. Col. 
Sharp first went to Portland, and the result 
of his visit thero bus boon thai Oregon is 
now erecting a building of her own and will 
send it down in portions as soon as completed. 
In tho State of Washington, Col. Sharp 
found the old civic rivalry between Tucoma, 
Seattle and other cities oi tho State operat- 
ing sudly against a united exhibit of the 
resources of that thriving commonwealth, 
and the beBt that can be relied on from 
that direction will probably bo a mining 
exhibit from Spokano and a few 
Other individual exhibits from other towns 
on the Sound. In Montana and Idaho, Col. 
Sharp found everyone fully awake to the 
advantages of the exposition, though to them 
tho time of preparation seemed too short. 
Montana, however, has already secured apace 
in tho mechanical art building for the 
mining exhibit which sho had at Chicago. 
Tho people of Utah uro straining every 
nerve to make a very elaborate mining and 
agricultural exhibit, and in British Colum- 
bia a great many leading manufacturers are 
entertaining the idea of coming before it is 
too lato. Col. Sharp says that nearly every 
person ho talked with is contemplating a 
visit to the exposition. 

Vicomte tie Cornely, assistant director 
general and chief of the foreign department, 
to-day received a telegram from Chicago to 
the effect that tho grand facade, which is to 
form the entrance to tho French section at 
the Exposition bus been taken down from 
its position in Chicago, and is 
ready packed for immediate shipment 
to San Franoisco, also that tho Sevres 
pavilion is also packed, and that theee, to- 
gether with the exhibits of tho entiro 
French section wero being shipped at the 
time the telegram was written. There will 
bo twelvo carloads of French exhibits, and 
they aro expected to reach San Francisco 
some time next week. 

At the rcqueBt of a number of leading 
concessionaires n [ tnn Exposition, Vicomte 
Valcourt do Vermont, Presick- Qt of the 
Oriental Concession Company, has issued a 
call for a meeting of the concessionaires to 
bo held on Tuesday next with a viow to 
forming a concessionaires club. A club of this 
kind was one of tho features of the Chicago 
exposition, and was found to bo a very use- 
ful adjunct to tho administration. Its or- 
ganization is by no means duo to any desire 
on tho part of the concessionaires to antagon- 
ize the power of tho exposition, but on the 
other hand it has been satisfactorily proven 
in Chicago that the effect of tho club has 
boon to greatly facilitate business arrange- 
ments between the Exposition authorities 
and tho concessionaires represented. The 
result would bo that if the de- 
partment of concessions bus to deal 
with each concessionaire, their business 
would bo badly muddled, whereas when the 
Concessionaires Club shall have been formed 
and its committoe shall have been appointed 
the different matters of business which may 
como up from timo to time, can be handed 
much more satisfactorily. 

PILORIM FATHERS.

Washington, Dec 22. — The Washington 
Congressional Club to-night gavu a dinDer 
commemorating the landing of tho Pilgrim 
Fathers at Plymouth, Mass., in 1020, to-day 
being the anniversary of that event. The 
dinner was held in tho banquet hall of tho 
Cochran hotel, where 100 covers wero laid.

CRONIN'S MURDERER. 

Dan Conghlln's Case [Seriously Compromised 
by the Testimony of Mrs. Foy. 

CHICAGO. 111., Dec. 22.— Lizzie Foy left 
the witness Btand temporarily in Judge Tut- 
hill's court room this evening with the repu- 
tation of being the must sensational witness 
yet produced by the Stato against Daniel 
Coughlin, and with tho conviction in tho 
minds of many disinterested people who heard 
her story that Bho had placed tho prisoner 
much nearer the gallows than ho ever was 
before She was credited by the fair- 
minded with being far from tho " crazy, 
wild-oyed dreamer," that the lawyers for 
tho defence and Coughlan's friends called 
her. Mrs. Foy showed herself to be a remark- 
able woman. She created tho impression 
that something besides the interests of right, 
and justice crompted her to point the linger 
of guilt at Daniel Coughlin. Attorney 
Scan lan examined her for the State. She 
dragged her husband and S un Foy into the 



conspiracy, aa a man who had his all at stake, 
and sho also brought in Cunneu and McCann, 
tho last name being a new one in tho fam- 
ous ciibo. Sho introduced tho name of 
Alexander Sullivan, tho well known lawyer. 
She was on the Btand part of the morning 
and all the afternoon, yet sho did not break 
doivn or allow herself to bo mixed up in re- 
gard to any material points. Sho showed a 
clear memory in regurd to the evonts of four 
years ago. 

SNAPPY STEVENS. 

Ho Characterizes tho President's Allegations 
as Grossly Untrue and Shame- 
fully Unjust. 

AutaiSTA, Mo., Deo. 22. — In tho course of 
his auswer to President Cleveland's state- 
ment, Ex-Ministor Stovens says : 

" President Cleveland's grossly untrue, 
shamefully unjust allegation against mysolf 
and tho naval commander rest entirely on 
tho statements of tho four notoriously cor- 
rupt ministers of tho fallen Queen, of Wil- 
son, the Tahitan half-white immoral favorite, 
and other thoroughly discredited testimony. 
I repeat here what has been amply verified 
again and ugain, that neither by forco or 
threats of force, or by any advice or action 
was the fallen monarchy precipitated. 
From tho hour on which I entered upon 
my duties at tho head of tho United 
States legation to the termination of my 
official responsibility, I maintained the 
determination to cull on tho naval com- 
mander for aid only in the event that Ainei i- 
in life and property were in danger. 
Cautiously, but firmly, perhaps sometimes 
too silently, I made this my fixed rule of 
action, not only to tho representative of the 
Queen, but to tho loaders of. the parties who 
no safo alternative for tho welfuro of 
the islands but in tho total abolishment of 
tho monarchy. President Cleveland sees 
fit to make a point against my ofhoial con- 
duct, that months before tho events of last 
January I had advocated annexation. He 
deliberately and purposely conceals that 
what I said in my dispatch in November, 
1892, was a confidential statement 
to the Department of Stato of tho 
then condition of affairs in Hawaii, a report 
of facts which, by tho established rules and 
practico of diplomacy, I was in duty bound 
to make known to my Government. At 
that dute my opinions wero so privately 
held that both in Honolulu and in Califor- 
nia it was believed that tho American min- 
ister was averso to annexation. For months 
prior to tho date of this dispatch there had 
been a continual struggle between tho Leg- 
islature and tho Queen as to their respective 
rightB regarding tho constitution and the 
responsibility of the cabinet. Ministry 
fter ministry had been appointed in de- 
Banco of the votes of tho Legislature and 
responsible public opinion." 



PRINCE COLONNA. 

Widow MacKay's Prodigal Son-in-haw Hotly 
Pursued by Ills Creditors, 

Paws, Dec. C'-J.^Whon Prince Colonriflj 
Mrs. J. W. MacKay's son-in-law Eold tho 
furniture of hia palaco lately, M. Erossaute, 
u wino dealer, was pressing him to pay a 
bill of 4,500 francs for liquor. Tho Prince 
promised to pay tho money in a 
few duys. He then loft Paris sud- 
denly, but M. Brossault was assured by 
his ngent that tho money would be sent in a 
week. Throe weeks passed, and M. Bros- 
sault again sought tho agent, only to learn 
that he, too, had vunished. M. Brosauult 
was indignant, as he know that tho Prince 
had received 100,000 franca from tho sale of 
tho furniture. Ho applied for a writ 
of attachment yesterday, and last even- 
ing a court official visited the 
Princo'a house in tho Avenuo du Hois de 
Boulogne. Ho placed on tho wino cellar 
doors the official Beal, which it is a penal 
offence to break. Other creditors of the 
Prince are said to havo applied for writs of 
attachment upon his wines. The Princess 
also is reported to havo applied for a writ 
because she might bo hold answerable if she 
allowed tho wines as assets to be removed 
from the houses. 

NO MORE DANGER. 

It Is Not Expected the Dervishes Will Cause 
Any More Trouble. 

ROME, Dec. 22. — Lato this evening it waa 
learned that three Italian officers and more 
than 100 soldiers of the Italian army were 
killed in tho luttlo with tho Dervishes. 
MoBt of the soldiers who wero killed wero 
natives. Among those who wero abet dead 
ou the field was Hamed Ali, ono of the 
commanders of the dervishes in tho battle 
at Melammeho in Junuary, 1S85. General 
Barittieri, governor of Italy's Red Sea 
colony, told the United Press correspondent 
to night that be would start for Masaowah 
to-morrow. Although he doea not expect 
any more trouble with the dervishes in the 
near future, he pointed out tho necessity of 
occupying Kussula at onco.

GOVEENMENT GAINS. 

Important Points Taken From Bra 
zilian Insurgents, Some of 
Whom aro Demoralized. 

Mello's Advocacy of tho Monarchy Said 
to Have Had the Most Mis- 
chievous Results.

Rio i»k Janeiro, Dee. — While part 
of the insurgent lleet was proceeding along 
tho coast to tho stulo of Rio do Janeiro, a 
fow days ago, three officers deserted their 
ships. They have boen arrested by the 
Government and have given considerable in- 
formation concerning the insurgents' forces. 
Admiral da Gama, tho Monarchist, com- 
mands tho insurgent lleet. Monacaogue 
island, which ia directly north of Armacao 1 
was taken from tho insurgents tho night be- 
fore last after a sharp fight. The 
whole insurgent fleet kept up a 
hot firo on tho Government forces, 
but succoeded only in somewhat de- 
laying the capture. The Niotheroy side of 
tho harbor is now in iho possession of tho 
Government. Admiral Mello, it ia said, 
has done great harm to the insurgent cause 
by his open advocacy of tho restoration of 
the empire. The insurgent force wero de- 
moralized by hia manifesto in favor of tho 
monarchy, and many men of tho insurgent 
(loot lost all sympathy with the cause, Tho 
Government forces now hold Bon Jesus, 
Governors' and Monacanque islands. These 
important guins have completed tho circle 
of Sro around the insurgent forts, Viilegng- 
non and Cobras.

AGAINST ANARCHISTS. 

What Vus Done Towards International 
Measures for Their Suppression. 

PARIS, Dec. '2'2. — Many reports are heard 
as regards the prospect of international 
measures against tho anarchists. The ex- 
act truth, as ascertained from oflicial 
sources, is aa follows : Spain and Austria 
sent circular notes to tho powers simultane- 
ously, but not in concert, to ask whether 
international measures against anarchists 
might not be discussed in a conferonco. 
No specific suggestion or proposals wero 
made in these noteB. England and Ger- 
many declined to consider the matter. 
Belgium offered her co operation only on 
the condition that a definite plan bo pro- 
posed in advance. Austria then dropped 
tho subject. Spain, however, reopened tho 
matter in fresh communications, suggesting 
treaty changes which would provide for 
quicker extradition, a les.i complicated pro- 
cess of expulsion and more careful national 
surveillance of suspects.
